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THE MOOD OF DESPAIR 


It is quite possible for a man 
to spend altogether too much 
time with books. Much study, 
as the writer of Ecclesiastes 
remarked, is a weariness of the 
flesh. Still, keeping in constant 
touch with representative mod- 
ern novels does put interesting 
ideas into one’s head now and 
then. 


A confirmed reader of pres- 
ent-day fiction will occasional- 
ly get to wondering, for in- 
stance, why it is that the mod- 
ern novelist has such a predis- 
position to pessimism. 


Sweetness and light are not 
exactly the chief charaterist- 
ics of the ordinary novel of the 
day. The novelist of the better 
class usuallly surveys the sur- 
rounding world for some three 
hundred pages or more and 
finds it rotten at the core. Book 
after book assures us that the 
human race is a fairly shoddy 
outfit, and writer after writer 
tells us that instead of being a 
little lower than the angels we 
are only a little higher than the 
barnyard fowls. 

Now all of this is worth 
thinking about. One of three 
things must be true—the race 
is behaving worse than it was; 
our novelists have keener eyes 
than the novelists of an earler 
greneration—or else, perchance, 
our novelists are mostly mis- 
taken. 

It is rather instructive, in 
this connection, to compare 
the modern viewpoint with the 
viewpoint of such a writer as 
Charles Dickens. 

It can hardly be said that 
the modern novelist “knows 
life,” as they say, better than 
Dickens. Taken by and large, 


the picture that he gives of 
English civilization and the 
human race generally in such 
books as “Oliver Twist” and 
“Nicholas Nickleby” is very 
depressing; vet the final im- 


pression left by these books is 
not one of despair. A modern 


Ideas for Serving 
Unexpected Guests

LL housewives at some time or 

other have experienced that} 
sinking feeling when unexpected 
guests arrived at the dinner hour, 
on a day when nothing special was 
planned for the table. If the guests 
stayed to dinner, it was a case of 
their “taking pot luck” or of hay- 
ing someone dash quickly to the 
corner grocery or delicatessen, 


But, thanks to new ideas, new 
recipes and modern facilities for 
food preservation, a simple family 
meal may be transformed into a 
gala affair in short order. Here 
arg-some of the ways of doing it: 


Start the meal “with a bang.” 
That is, have an appetizer of 
some hors d'veuvres or a canape 
or a tomato juice cocktail, served 
icy cold. Any of these will add a 
touch of festivity and the sup- 
plies for them may be kept easily 
on hand in the refrigerator. 


Garnish the soup you were 
planning with some’ whipped 
cream and finely minced parsley 
or chopped pimento, which it is 
possible to keep for two weeks 
without molding in a covered jar 
in a modern refrigerator 

Pinch off some of those “re- 
frigerator rolls,” let them rise 
and bake them at the last min- 
ute. 

Dress up your salad course as 
follows: While the rolls are bak- 
ing, roll out some pastry, sprinkle 
with salt or grated cheese, cut 
into sticks or “straws,” bake in 
the same oven. Make cream or 
grated American cheese into balls 
and roll in chopped olives, minced 
parsley of nuts 

Then make one of the quickly 
prepared frozen desserts. 

These preparations can be made 
in very little time; and, as a matter 
of fact, while the hostess is chat- 
ting with her guests. And they 
add so much to the success of the

When, towards the end of 
the last century, diptheria anti- 
toxin was discovered, we were 
given a specific cure for dipth- 
eria. When antitoxin is ad- 
ministered in sufficient dosage, 
during the first day of the ill- 
ness, it practically assures the 
recovery of the person who is 
ill. 

Diptheria antitoxin is the 
substance which the body pro- 
duces to counteract the poison 
of toxin which the diptheria 
germs give off. This takes time 
to produce, and that is why 
the antitoxin which has been) 
produced in the horse is inject- 
ed so that there may not be? 
any time when there is not a 
sufficient amount of antitoxin 
present in the body to over- 
come the toxin, 

In spite of our having this 
specific cure, deaths from diph- 
theria continued to occur. The 
number was greatly reduced, 
but the disease was far from 
being controlled. The explana- 
tion for this was that, for var- 
ious reasons, the antitoxin was 
not being given early enough 
to prevent the damage done by 
the toxin. We were thus in the 
position of knowing how to 
cure a disease, which, however, 
continued to cause many
